There Is food for reflection in the 


fact that Herr Hitler has even the 
most cynical observers guessing as 
to the significance of his tall claim 
last week that he already had Rus- 
sia broken and that fresh opera- 
tions of gigantic dimensions (pre- 
sumably the pay-off) were in prog- 
ress. 


Apparently a suspicious 
world, 
hasn't been sure whether the Nazi 
chief is just trying out a piece of 
psychological propaganda or wheth- 
er he really believes ho has tho 
Reds beaten. 


Having studied his works for a 


long time, and having seen him in 
action at close range on my occa- 
sions, It strikes me that It Is un- 
wiso to pooh-pooh his statements 
without examination, even though 
they appear flamboyant to his crit- 
ics.

The Information In > England In-

It was heart trouble which 


prompted his retirement from the 
supreme court on Feb. 13, 1939, 
and a severe attack at his home 
here Wednesday led to his death.

private and requested that no flow-

be sent.

Brandels, who summed up' his 


own philosophy of life as "high 
thinking and simple living," had 
no oxpcrlenco as a judge when 
President Wilson nominated him 
for associate justice in 1916.

WHS his firm belief that "behind 
every argument Is someone's Ig 
norance." He took no stock in the 
doctrine of "opposing theories," in- 
sisting that causes of disputes dis- 
appeared when the basic truth of 
any given situation was rediscov- 
ered to litigants or belligerents. 


Virtually every opinion which hoi 


wrote as a member of the supreme 
court reflected this tenet, for (hey 
exemplified his diligence In delving 
for the most minute particles of the 
fact and the meticulous care of a 
watchmaker In tho subsequent ar- 
rangement. Critics complained that 
ills opinions were "too exhaustive" 
and pointed to the scores of foot- 
notes and numerous citations of

TO OIL STRATA IS MAIN 


SUBJECT MEETING 


AUSTIN, Oct. 8.—(/P)—Injection 


of salt water from oil production 
In the East Texas field Into the 
strata from which It came to 
avoid stream pollution was dis- 
cussed by operators In a railroad 
commlpsion hearing today. 


The hearing was called to re- 


ceive testimony on the effect of 
salt water production on reservoir 
pressure and the ultimate recov- 
ery of crude from the big field 
and to determine whether orders 
were needed to encourage injec- 
tion through abandoned, depleted 
or newly-drilled wells. 


Commissioner 
Olln 
Culberson 


and F. V. L. Patten, chief produc- 
tion engineer for the commission, 
questioned witnesses closely on 
costs of injection systems, well 
drilling, pressure plants and their 
operation. 


H. LI. MtClaln of the Magnolia 


Petroleum company told the com- 
mission his company had Invest- 
ed $340,000 
In 
three 
injection 


plants and that operating expen- 
ses was estimated at 4-10 to .10 of 
a cent per barrel injected. He ad- 
ded that over-all cost, Including 
amorHaztlon of the debt incur- 
red, probably would total 11-2 cent 
per barrel. 


The state 
game 
commission, 


which has been encouraging the 
Injection method of salt water 
disposal, recommended that small 
operators combine to build dis- 
posal plants. In the past, the 
commission found brine pollution 
killed quantities of marine life 
including fish and oysters. 


"The game commission is of the 


opinion," said Roger Busfleld, rep- 
resenting the commission, "that 
injection of salt water into hori- 
zons liom which it was produced 
will, in a large measure, solve the 
pollution problem."

The Calcasleu Parish, La., co- 
roner returned a verdict that the 
death "was caused by the inaccu- 
rate shooting by the officer and 
with no criminal Intent."

home after a visit In Louisiana. 
Guidrj' said the car the officer 
was after almost hit the automo- 
bile his wife was driving and that 
she pulled over to the side of the 
road and stopped.

Bjr Th« Auoolatad PreBi 
Today'* cap iheaf In the now 
dally crop of report! on unrest 
or actual rebellion among the Ger- 
man-conquered people ot Europe 
was the Berlin radio's announce- 
ment that Otakar Klapka, mayor 
of Prague, had been executed for

protectorate of Bohemia- 
Moravia. 


The sentence against him was 
a sequel to 
a 
similar verdict 


against the protectorate premier 
Alois Ellas whose appeal to the 
mercy of Adolf Hitler, so far aa is 
known, still has not been decid- 
ed. 


Dispatches from Prague to Buda- 
pest said that synagogues In that 
protectorate capital had been clos- 
ed by the Germans 
on 
charges 
that Jews had taken a special part 
In the wave of Czech unrest. The 
synagogues 
were called meeting 


places for "aggressive Influences." 


In Oerman-occupled France the 
execution of still another French- 
man, Rene Darreau- of Vendome, 
was announced^ Some 70 French- 
men now have gone before the 
firing squad, either as hostages 
or as the principals In military and 
political offenses against the oc- 
cupying power. 


Darreau was convicted of pos- 
sessing a revolver and 10 cart- 
ridges and it was said he had dis- 
tributed antl-Qarman leaflets. He 
was shot Saturday.

dent Roosevelt asserted today that 
while the "monumental" task of 
supplying our armed forces and 
other democracies must not be neg- 
lected "we must see to it that these 
primary requirements do not Im- 
pose unnecessary hardships on our 
civilian population." 


The president's statement was 
contained in amessage to the Bos- 
ton conference on distribution—a 
national forum of businessmen and 
Industrialists—sponsored 
by 
the 
chamber of commerce. 


The next of the president's mes- 
sage follows: 


The nation faces many new dif- 


ficult problems In the field of dis- 
tribution. We must see to it that 
the other democracies and our arm- 
ed forces are kept well supplied 
with all their requirements for the 
present struggle against the oppres- 
sion and slavery of the dictators, 
that, In itself, Is a monumental un- 
dertaking but it • oan not be neg- 
lected in any way. [ 


At the same time, we must see 
to It that these primary require- 
ments of International and nation- 
al defense do not Impose unneces- 
sary hardships on our civilian pop- 
ulations . 


To do this, the processes of dis- 


tribution must be made more ef- 
ficient and effective than they have 
ever been before. The production 
of more goods and supplies must 
be accompanied by the ability to 
get them into the hands of those 
who need them. The government 
looks to your conference of distri- 
bution for constructive service in 
this direction. 
It Is my sincere hops that you, 


and others In your field of endeav- 
or all over the country, will bt able 
to so order your affairs that there 
will be no delay In putting into the 
hand of the consumers the greatly 
Increased output of our productive 
capacity.

Anti-ad- 
ministration forces debated use of 
such strategy. 
The threat caused 
several sen- 
ators to recall the historic filibuster 
of March, 1917, when a band of 
twelve senators talked to death the 
legislation which President Wilson 
sought for the arming of American 
merchantmen. That bill, Incident- 
ally, was known popularly as "the 
armed neutrality bill." 
President Roosevelt has arranged 


to discuss possible changes in the 
neutrality act with congressional 
leaders of both parties tomorrow 
before deciding what to request, 
Capitol Hill reports, 
meanwhile, 
were that the chief executive had 
tentatively decided to ask only such 
modification 
as would authorize 


the arming of American merchant 
shipping. Despite this, however, a 
majority of the senate leaders at 
tomorrow's conference were expect- 
ed to urge that virtual repeal of 
the act be sought. 
This group of leaders, which in- 


cludes Chairman Connally (Dem.) 
of Texas, of tho influential senate 
foreign relations committee, wants 
both arms and freedom of the seas 
for vessels flying the United States 
flag. The law, as It stands, pre- 
vents the arming of ships and for- 
bids merchantmen to travel to bel- 
ligerent ports or through waters 
designed as "combats areas" under 
the act.
